II haa been estimated that to lift 550 
pounds one foot In one second requires 
what is kuowu 6» one horsepower 
Sfmilarty u horsepower is able to raise 
twicg that weight one foot In twice the 
time or one-half foot In Just that time 
Moreover, it can raise half 550 pounds 
one foot in half a second or two feet iu 
a second, aiul so on. 
Therefore, if 
you lift one-qflarter of that weight, 
IffTVj pounds, four feet In due secoud 
you are exerting a horsepower. 
Accordingly, when a person who 
weighs 137*4 pounds runs upstairs at 
the rate of four feet u second he fa ex 
erlíng the equivalent of a horsepower. 
For a ftlhn tkeighlng twice that much, 
275 pounds, it would be ifoeetesary to 
dbrat) at the rate of only two feet 
second to exert a horsepower.
